HINTS ON LANDSCAPING 
By Jessie Ward Russell 
Landscape Gardener 

P LAN YOUR GARDEN before 
planting. Keep your plans 
simple. Get advice about the 
plant materials you use. Tall 
growing shrubbery should be 
placed where it can grow tall and 
low growing shrubbery must be 
planted where it will not be hid¬ 
den by the tall ones. The greatest 
mistake the home gardener makes 
is in planting shade-loving plants 
in sunny situations and those re¬ 
quiring sun in the shade, or 
planting material that will not 
tolerate constant wetting in the 
lawn or other damp places. We 
will be glad to advise you about 
any of the problems if you will 
ask. 

Do not scatter roses among 
your shrubbery. Rose bushes look 
far better if they are planted in 
a bed by themselves or in a row 
along a walk or drive. They will 
j require a sunny situation and 
prefer a rich heavy soil. If 
planted in light, sandy soil they 
should be given extra food. 

Avoid the center walk that 
leads to the front door. It halves 
the yard with a streak of cement 
or gravel through the centre. It 
is best to place your walk to the 
side nearest the approach to your 
property and allow it to curve 
gracefully as it nears the build¬ 
ing. The space between the walk 
and your lot line can be utilized 
by planting 3ome choice shrub¬ 
bery. You will then have a large 
expanse of lawn in the centre of 
your front yard with groups of 
handsome shrubs on the outer 
edges. 

Trees should be planted at the 
sides of the lawn and not in the 
centre. 

The utilization of ornamental 
and useful plants in garden mak¬ 
ing possesses a practical value 
that many are apt to overlook for 
they increase in usefulness and 
beauty as they attain maturity 
and also increase the values of 
the property.

GARDEN EXPERTS ADVISE 
PLANTING IN THE FALL 

W HEN is the best time to 
plant—in spring or fall ? 
Expert advice on this oft- 
asked question can be summed up 
in a single statement— plant in 
the fall those plants which take 
kindly to fall planting. 

The planting seasons are all 
too few anyway. We must make 
the best of the two which we 
have, planting all that can be 
planted in fall. In the first place, 
there are more months in which 
to work in fall, than in spring. 
Generally speaking, the weather 
is usually more favorable for out¬ 
door work in fall, and the ground 
is more workable than in early 
spring. 

Trees and shrubs send out their 
buds very early in spring. To 
move them in spring means that 
this early growth is checked and 
the progress of th» plant Is de¬ 
layed another season; whereas, if 
they are set out in .all the plants 
are dormant and can be safely 
moved and handled.
